EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-18 are allowable over the reference of record because none of these references 
disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed invention such as a light emitting element 
comprising an anode, a layer including a luminescent material and a cathode provided between 
the upper and the lower substrates; a dryer agent between the upper and the lower substrates; and 
wherein a coating film is formed in end portions of the upper and the lower substrates and on 
outer surfaces of the sealing member, and extends to an upper surface of the upper substrate and 
a lower surface of the lower substrate to cover a portion of the upper surface of the upper 
substrate and a portion of the lower surface of the lower substrates as recited in claims 1,10, a 
light emitting element comprising an anode, a layer including a lurriinescent material and a 
cathode provided between the upper and the lower substrates; a dryer agent between the upper 
and the lower substrates; and wherein a coating film is formed in end portions of the upper and 
the lower substrates and on outer surfaces of the sealing member, and extends to one of an upper 
surface of the upper substrate and a lower surface of the lower substrate to cover one of the upper 
surface of the upper substrate and the lower surface of the lower substrate completely as recited 
in claims 4,13, and a light emitting element comprising an anode, a layer including a luminescent 
material and a cathode provided between the upper and the lower substrates; a dryer agent 
between the upper and the lower substrates; and wherein a coating film is formed in end portions 
of the upper and the lower substrates and on outer surfaces of the sealing member, and extends to 
an upper surface of the upper substrate and a lower surface of the lower substrate to cover the 
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upper surface of the upper substrate and the lower surface of the lower substrate completely as 
recited in claims 7,16,
